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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant note: the examiner of record has changed from the previous office 
actions. The restriction requirements dated October 2001 and March 2002 as well as 
the applicant's responses dated October 2001 and April 2002 have been reviewed. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 8, 2005 
has been entered. 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 
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Species 1: a method of making a vertical structure on a substrate comprising 
forming elevated source and drain regions adjacent an existing gate structure, as 
depicted in figures 1A-1I. 

Species 2: a method of making a vertical structure on a substrate comprising 
forming an elevated gate structure on a substrate and then forming elevated source and 
drain regions adjacent the elevated gate structure as depicted in figures 2A-2F. 

Species 3: a method of making a vertical structure on a substrate comprising 
forming the elevated gate structure over top of a buried drain region and then forming a 
source region as the uppermost layer of the elevated structure as depicted in figures 
3A-3C. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, independent claims 1 , 46, 47, 48, 50, 58, 60 and 
61 are generic. However, not all claims dependent upon these independent claims are 
generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and 
a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
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of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
